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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Roxbury: 

I submit herein my fifth annual report as superintendent 
of schools of Roxbury. 

A good school gives not only mental training, physical de- 
velopment and righteous morals but also good habits. 

Consulting the table of statistics for the year 1926-1927, 

you will see that your school maintained a fairly good record 
in average attendance and number of tardinesses. Yet there is 
a chance for improvement. Too many absentees and too many 
cases of tardiness ought to compel every parent to ask himself, 


“*Am I responsible?’’ Too many tardy marks always indicate 


a habit of laziness or a spirit of reckless indifference to school 
privileges. Regularity and punctuality are business virtues 
and are essential to a good school. 


Some questions of discipline necessarily arose during the 
year which demanded careful consideration, prompt and decis- 
ive action, but were treated by the teacher in a spirit of sin- 
cerity for the child’s good. Indeed, that is the best condition 
in a school where difficulties are not permitted to arise. How- 
ever, when necessary, we believe in a strict and impartial school 
government, such as a wise, judicious and faithful parent would 
exercise in the family, and which will unfold in every child 
the best qualities and stimulate the highest principles and pur- 
poses. Your schools are created for the pupil and their aim is 
to educate the young for fitness in life and its realities, and to 
do this, thorough discipline must be maintained. 

Judging from visits of inspection, from teacher’s examina- 
tions and from results of standard tests given, the school main- 
tained an average progress. 
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At the end of the year, the following number of promo- 
tions were made:

The per cent of attendance fell a little below that of the 
supervisory district and of the state. 

Miss Vera M. Locke, of Antrim; who taught the school for 
two years previous to last year, was the teacher for the entire 
year. 

Her presentation of subject matter, methods of organiza- 
tion and discipline were good. 

The school during the present year is being taught by 
Mrs. Celia Metcalf, a teacher of several years’ experience. 

Two needed improvements have been made to the school 
plant, viz: five additional seats installed in the school room and 
a wood shed built at a very economical cost for the care of 
wood. 

In conclusion, your superintendent wishes to express his 
appreciation of the support and assistance of the school board, 
the co-operation of the teachers, and the support of parents 
and citizens in his endeavor to plan for the educational devel- 
opment of the children of Roxbury.
